While hia Nl|*l Highness the Crown 
Prince», with t ^ Russiap and Swedish 
corpa under his command, was mofing 
on* the 4th instant, upon RolUt in order 
to paaa the Elbe there, and march upon 
Leipxici intelligence arrived that the e* 
nemy's army, coming from Wittenbirgt 
WM pushing forward on Zahna« wi|h a 
view, as it appeared, to stop his Royal 
HtghMas'a further operations, by a 
movemeiit against Berlin. The enemy 
had succeeded on the Sth inst. notwiih- 
•tandios tlite heroic resistance opposed 
bv the Prussian army, posted* between 
Zahna, and Juterbochy in penetrating as 
iir aa Juterboch. 


Tb* Prince-Royal sat out, on the 6th 
of Sept. at three o'clock in Uie moroing, 
llabenstein,aQd collected the Swe­ 
dish and Russian armies upon the 
heights of Lobessra. His Royal High* 
nesa was waiting the reports of Gen. 
TauemzieD, whom he thought farther 
advanced, when he received an account 
lirom 6en. Bulow» amiouncing that the. 
whole army of the enemy was in full 
march upon Jutterboch. The Prince 
Royal ordered him to attack immediate- 
\j the flank and rear of the enemy, be­ 
fore Gen. Tauehtaicn, who defended 
the approacbes^of the town, should be 
overwhelmed by numbers. The Swe­ 
dish army, who had been inarching up­ 
wards of two Germaa miles, proceeded 
to Juterhoch,which was yet distant three 
Germairmileat and was foll9wed by the 
Russian army, with the exception of 
the advanced guard under the order of 
Count Worontow, and of the corps of 
Oen. Czemicheff, which continued be­ 
fore Wittenburg. The cannonade and 
muaketiy began immediately, between 
tbo Prussian troops and the enemy.?— 
The Rusiiao ai^ Swedish corps, after 
their forced marchea, were obli^d to 
halt a moment, in order to form iii the 
■ order of battle.«—The Prussian army, 
at most 40,000 men strong, sustained 
in the meanwhile, with a courage truly 
beroic, the repeated efforts of 70,000 
of the enemi;, supported by 200 pieces 
.of cannon.-^The struggle was unequal, 
'' and imurderous.—The Prussian troops, 
however, were not disconcerted, even 
for one moment; and, if some battalions 
were obliged to yield for an Instant the 
ground which they had gained, it was 
. iMtly for the purpose of rc*occupyihg it 
the moment after..—»WJiilst this was 
pas^ng, 70 battalions of Russians and 
Swedes, lo/KX) horse of both nations, 
and an hundred and fifty pieces of artil. 
tery advanced in columns of attack,leav­ 
ing intermediate spaces for deploying. 
•-.Pour thousand Russian and Swedish 
cavalry had advanced, in full speed, to 
support some points, whither the ene­ 
my principally dii'ected his attacks-«. 
Their appearance began to check him, 
and the appearance of the columns did 
t’ne rest.— 
The fate of the battle, was 
lustantly deci.rcd. The entui/y’s army 
beat a retreat, the cavalry charged them 
with a boldness resembling fury, ami 
carried disorder into their columns, 
which retreated with great precipitutiou 
upon the route of Dahme.

Regnier remained a long time exposed 
tothe fire of oiir sharp*sbuoters, in the 
situation of a man desiroqs of death..» 
We may estimate that the enemy has 
lust, op to thia moment, in killed, 
wounded, and prisoners, from sixteen 
to eighteifh thousand men, more than 
fifty pieces of cannon, and four hundred 
ammunition-waggons. The loss of the 
enemy, in killed and wounded, must 
have been immense; half of the escort 
of the Prince of Moska waa k;Hed'} 
Marshal Duke de Reggio charged him* 
self the infantry of the Count de Tau- 
entzein.--The loss of Prussian troops 
is great, and amounts to between 4 and 
5000 men in killed and wounded.— 
However, the results of the day 'ought 
to contribute to Ihe consolation of every 
true, patriot, who will ^nd the triumph 
of the cause of his country insured by 
the death of these brave men. The 
Swedish and Russian troops have lost 
little. 


The corps «led witb each o^ier in 
courage and devotion.—The heroic ex­ 
ample shewn on this occasion by the 
Prussian army, is calculated to exist 
forever in the annals of miliury fame, 
and to inspire all those who fight for 
the Independence of Gernuny— The 
Russian and Swedish troops, who took 
part in the engagement, have valiantly 
seconded the efforts of their brethren 
in arms.
